were absent last night. He said he wanted 
the country to know who was responsible 
for the delay in legislation. After many 
ojject.ons the speaker ruled that the 
names could be read as a part of Thomas' 
remarks. They accordingly were read 
from the desk amid & loud murmur of 
disapproval. 


It was disclosed that there were 23S ab- 


sentees from last night's session. Gros- 
venor created a laugh by asking if the 
sergeant-at-arms would furnish transpor- 
tation, lodging and food for prisoners. 


Meridith of Virginia interposed. "Sug-

A Murderer Hanged Today

Bloodhounds were 


put on the track and followed Laughlin 
to where he was standing when first seen 
after the crime. 
Their dumb evidence 


convicted him.

A Cise For Causictomtlon. 


In Michigan Mrs. More house was 


lately nominated for state superintend- 
ent of public iiistrnctioia by the Pro- 
hibitiomata. "The attorney general of 
Michigan has filed an opinion that nu- 
der the constitution of that state a wo- 
man is ineligible to a state office. Ho is 
also of opinion that a woman cannot 
legally hold an office lor which she 
cannot vote. 
' 


The point that a woman cannot hold 


a state offloc in Michigan may, perhaps, 
bo well taken* as the constitution, of 
Michigan is peculiarly rigid. But the 
general principle that a woman cannot 
hold aa office for which sho cannot vote 
i? wholly amenable. Naturalized citi- 
zens vote for president of the United 


aldtes, yet only a native born citizen 
lau bo president. The office of state su- 
[icrintendont of public instruction is at 
proseut held by a woman, not only in 
Wyoming and in Colorado, where wc- 
rne.n vote, but atso in North Dakota, 
whore they do hot. 


Meanwhilo those who say that the 


lack of suffrage entails no practical 
grievance on women aro invited to con- 
sider thia case in Michigan. 
Here is a 


woman arbitrarily debarred from a po- 
sition which she is abundantly compe- 
tent to hold, and which is acceptably 
held by women in other states, simply 
because under the constitution of Mich- 
igan that position must be held by a

Iron, Steel, Lead and Nickel 


Interests Heard by Ways 


and Means Committee, 


McKINLEY RATES WANTED. 


Westerners Largely Repre- 


sented at Today's Ses- 


sion of the Tariff 


Hearings. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


"WASHENaTow, D. C., Jan. 9.—The metal 


schedule was reached in the tariff hear- 
ings before the Ways and Means com- 
mittee today, and iron and steel were 
given a prominent hearing. 


The first speaker was Representative 


Draper of Massachusetts, On bebalf of 
the machinery manufacturers of New 
England he advocated the restoration of 
the McEanley rates. 


W. H. Alexander of the Grant Smelting 


company asked for lower rates on lead 
ore, requesting a provision that lead 
in metals containing lead ore be dutiable 
at three-iourthe of a cent per pound. 


John Davis of California asked for a 


duty of one per cent a pound on lead ores. 
California, he said could produce all the 
lead ores needed by American smelters, 
and had begun to supply the demand 
under the McKinley law, but the Wilson 
bill caused a stagnation of business. 


Dwight Jones of St. Joseph Load com 


pany spoke for a protection which should 
enable Americana to conserve the lead 
supply and prevent the abandonment of 
tbe mines. The bonding system enabled 
Mexican ores to,, affect the American 
market injuriously. Under the WUson 
bill Mexico controlled the market. 


Representative Herman of Oregon rec- 


ommended a doty of 10 cents per pound 
on nickel in behalf of his constituents. 
Oregon producers claimed ability to pro- 
duce nickel at four cents a pound cheaper 
than Canadians. Representative Turner 
of Georgia suggested if Americans could 
do that, why would ifc be necessary to 
offer a bounty to Canadians to compete. 
Mr. Herman replied that as soon OK Amer- 
icans got into the market the Canadians 
combined and drove them out.

The organization of tue 
legislative 


branches of tbe legislature and the inau- 
guration ceremonies have occupied two 
whole days and have been enlivened by 
the Suiiiva.,-Allen, councillor controvert^ 
The defeated Democratic candidate for 
councillor from the fourth district has 
taken his ciuie to the general court and 
hag been gh'eii leave to withdraw. The 
committee appointed to canvass the votes 
cast I'or candidates Co the governor's 
council iiave found that Isaac B. Allen, 
Lbe colored Republican oandidatu ibr tue 
oitice, WHS elected and he has been sworn 
m. He is the first colored man in the 
comn:onwealta to attain the dignity of 
'honorable." 
The proceedings in this caae delayed, 


the work of inauguration somewhat. But 
the ceremony has been held with all the 
impressive splendor attending such an oc- 
casion and Massachusetts) acting gov- 
ernor of the past ten months has been 
made her governor, The western part of 
tbe state has been brought into general 
prominence again by the induction of one 
of her sons, W. Murray Crane ofDaltom 
into the office ot lieutenant-governor, and 
the re-election as prebideut of the senate 
ol' HOD. George P. Lawrence of North 
Adams. 


The inaugural of the governor was an 


admirable effort. It was well written; it 
was well read; it was well received. Of the 
many recommendations there were none 
so pithy and pointed as that for "A short- 
ened session and a reduced Blue Book." 
The governor in opening offered a graceful 
tribute to the memories ot1 Greenbalge, 
Robinson and Russell. He recommends 
that authority be given municipalities to 
tax. street railway franchises; that state 
and municipal officers shall be prohibited 
from gambling in stocks on margins; strict 
economy in making appropriations, on 
account of the large increase of the slate 
debt. 
Governor Wolcott declares that 


the public verdict on woman's suffrage 
and biennial elections to have been so 
emphatic aj to offer no excuse for the 
seriona consideration of these matters at 
the present session. He advises restrictive 
legislation for trust companies, intelli- 
gent treatment of tuberculosis among 
cattl". He discourages any changes in 
taxation law until ultar the report of the 
special commission on taxation has been 
made. These are some of the more im- 
portant features in an excellent message. 


The nortli western city of the state has 


been honored again in sending to the 
state house the president of the senate. 
Hon. 
George P. Lawrence of your city 


was elected to tbia honorable office on 
the day of organization, without oppo- 
sition. His record as presiding oflicer of 
the senate of 1S9G was a good one and 
there was no question about his election 
for a second term as president. 
His 


speech of acceptance has been favorably 
commented upon. 
He has called 
at- 


tention to oue of the great evils of legis- 
lative sessions, the practice of putting off 
until the end of the session is approach- 
ing, the matters of greatest importance. 
Ho has announced his intention of cor- 
recting this evil and has asked for tiie 
co-operation of the members of the sen- 
ate in this matter. President Lawrence 
also bespoke 
constant 
aud untiring 


devotion to duty and eipre3sed the hope 
that the legislative session of 1S97 would 
be shorter than many of the previous 
sessions. 


There seems to be an earnest intention 


on the part of the presiding officers of the 
two branches, to get out earlier than 
usual. 
Speaker Bates emphasized the 


desirability of a shorter session in assum- 
ing the duties of the office to which ho 
was elected, and the committee on rules, 
the joint committee, was in session Thura. 
day afternoon for an hour, devising rules 
that will assist in this end. There seems 
to befa feeling for sessions at 1 o'clock and 
committee hearings in the afternoon, as 
was suggested by the sneaker in bis speech 
of acceptance. If this idea is carried out, 
prorogation by Decoration day is really 
possible.
